cl the effort originated by the framers of 
tlie McKinley bill in 1831 to establish the 
tin nlate industry in 5.the United States. 
The report of the British government 
silent just published by the foreign of- 
f.<oin London shows that in the year 
ended June 30,1896, American makers 
j.-oduced 307,000,003 pounds of tin plate. 
T his means that in the year named half 
1 lie tin plate required for domestic con- 
sumption in the United States was pro- 
duced at home. The probability is that 
at the present time nearly all except that 


sod for packing goods for export is of 


borne manufacture. This is a vast bene- 
fit to the United States, for the new in- 
dustry keeps people hero profitably ein- 
j.loyed, and keeps American money from 
tiding abroad. But there is another good 
result— since the people of the United 
States began to maka their own tin plate, 
the cost has been reduced 30 per cent. 


Can any free-trader show that this ab- 


solute making of a tin-plate industry in 
this country by the McKinley tariff ban 
uot been a good thing.
